HINTS TO CAItiPEKS. 

•one LiTTU Thinqs Ithat Ado to the 
Comfort OF A Tnip TO THE Woods. 

If a eiyiiping psii'ty waiit.s lo enjoy 
itself in the woods tlin arrftngeinenta 
GQUal be niRfie and currind out with 
regularity and Bystem, HHva the Now 
Tork Hull. A great nii.stake is fre- 
quently made at the outset in the 
making up of a jiarty- A camp should 
BOver contain any but tlio most con- 
gonial spirilH. A poraon may be a tip 
top fellow aa things go every day, and 
vet bci a diHturbing element in a camp, 
ihere Hhould never be a "kicker" in 
the parly. A luan who will shirk iiny 
duty about a c"*nip will not the whole 
party by tbe oar.s in a bliort timo. You 
don't want with you tbo fellow who in 
always watuhiug biw chance to jet the 
boat place by the lire, the preferable 
corner for a bunk, or the browno.st 
trout for breakfaat, or who ia in un- 
seemly hafito to bo the tirat on the 
brook or pond with hia rod. Never go 
into camp with three in a purty. There 
will be trouble, aura, if you do. It is a 
singular froak of camp human nature 
for men to divide into couples. Two 
out of the three campers will thus fa- 
vor owe another, and the third wijl 
naturally become diBsaiiGed. Two is 
company and thrco ia none, in camp. 
Have your jiarty an even number, 
whatever el«o you do. 

To the party that intends to enter 
Into the serious business of camj) life, 
and oxpeots to accept the unpleasant 
features in the same spirit ihat it an- 
joya the pleasant ones, there are many 
things that it la in.portaiit to know. In 
these days camperd carry their own 
tento. In the days when camping was 
camping, with no nonsense about it, 
wo used to sling a few logs togeiher 
in tho shape of "four walla, roof the in- 
oloBOre with bark or tiougha, and live 
contented in them. Hut tenia are a 
great improvement over the old log 
tabin!!, if you can have them. If the 
partv ia uot loo largo tho ordinary A 
tent' is preferable. Four jieraonH are 
enoHgh for one camping jiarty. Select, 
your camping aite in a dry wpot, near 
wood ana water. In thoHo duvK of run- 
ned moats, ootl'ee, milk and olher 
nei^eaaarieH, and even luxuries, a party 
need not pncuiubcr itself with bulky 
supiilii-n. Have pleiMy of spices. Can- 
■ftd ooOi o \n to be preferred to the or- 
dinary ground cotl'ee The grounda of 
the latter, however, are excellent pre- 
aervatives of tiah. By removing ihe en- 
traila of fiah and [iiUting collets gi-niir.ds 
in their place, aa well aa in ihe gills, a 
..■atcli nmv be kept fresh and sweet for 
a long, time. tJamp kita, containing all 
requisiti) utensils, are also provided tn 
the hand of the camper nowatlaya. The 
boat bed in camp is miulo by cutting 
hemlock bougha an<l placing Iheiii in 
laynrs en tho ground in the lent, the 
buttH of iho bougliK in one layer being 
placed alt one way, and reversed in 
e&cli aucoooding layer. A bed of theao 
i)ougbB ia soft, springy and fragrant, 
»ud will induce sound sleep lo iho 
lightest bleeper. Take plenty of blun 
kets. Tho boteat auininer days in the 
kills aro followed by nights that are 
not only always cool but that frequent- 
ly paati over the. border of cool into 
the realm of cold. Wear cant off clot'ii- 
inf, eMhewing all failcy eani]) siiilH. 
wear woollen stoekingH. Oaiiipera p.k- 
peoting to fiah in tho potnl* should car- 
ry their own boats, us tlifsy will lind 
but sorry acconiodutiouK of that kind. 
Light cedar boats or folding canvas 
beats are to be chosen, uh they are 
taatly carried from one lake to another, 
if BO desired. Oome prepar(?d with 
tackle fot irout, black bass and picker- 
;el, and equipped with guns for wood- 
f eok and summer duck, the only game 
9X^t«d before OoloUr. If afall 



(iimp ia anticiputetl the camper needs 
to be 0(]uipped for deer, pheasants, 
bare und rabbit, and prepared to be 
"loaded for b'ar." 

If no member of a cami)iiig party i.s 
versed in woodcraft, whioli is likely to 
be the case in nine out of ti.-n of the 
average )iarliea that come from the 
city, llioy will Ik; apt to tind them- 
selves in daily troublo in their unaided 
ellbrts to pry into the mysteries of tho 
wiieriiess. It is important in such a 
case that the interfsts of tho party 
shouM be ill the luiiids of an experien- 
ced native to the manor born. It may 
seem an cii.'iy ihing lo the novice, for 
instance, to (]uit tishing in a brook to- 
wards ovening, perhaps, and "just out 
aorcss" through the woods to camp; 
but evoiKpersons wKd are ti'6t novices' 
know how diflicult n thing that is to 
do. .\fter walking for an hour or so, a 
n; -ch iongt-.'r time than he tho'.ight it 
possible for him lo coiisunie in reach- 
ing camp, he will suddenly awaken to 
the fact that ho is lust. The moment 
he realizes thid lie will do just aa hun- 
dreds like him have done Ijefore, and 
will at once begin lo ]ilunge aimlessly 
ubout. to seek a wav out. The nioi^j ho 
docs this llio dceiier lie will (.'Utungle 
himself. \Vbeu he tinds that he has 
lost hi.-i way, let him stop, keep his 
head, and look calmly about him. If it 
is getting dark ami he recei\'es no re- 
sponse to his shiuils, the best and only 
thing for him to do is to seek a dry 
spot near by, throw- up u shelter of 
boughs or barlr, and calmly make up hi-i 
mind to go to sleep and await, the ap- 
|iearance of duyliglit. No camper ig- 
norant of the woods should be without 
a compass, and when he le;ives camp he 
shoulti always note the direction hf" 
traveU. When the lost cuiUDcr awakens 
in the morning he .should locate him- 
self by the sun if he has no coaipasa, 
and then having chosen his direction, 
let him look straight ahead and tix his 
eyes on some, object ona line with him 
walking so that he .should line himself 
to another object and c^o on, This will 
lead him in a straight, ooiirse, which 
must eventually lu inj; him to a stream, 
a road or a clearing. If he .itarts ahead, 
no matter in what direction, without 
travelling by lined objects, he will 
never line' his wav out, for his couren 
will invariably bo in a continuous 
circle, and he need not be surprised at 
80011 finding himself at his atarting 
point. No living human being, except 
it be a child, can walk through a 
tracklesB wood of "tangled swamps 
without precautions such iis 1 have not- 
ed and avoid walking in a circle. This 
is a phenomenon well known among 
wood.imen, but lhay cannot explain it. 
I, oat children never walk in circles, 
why that is I never heard explained, 
either; but it is a fact. 1 have known 
more than one instaiico of men and 
women being lost in tho woods for daya, 
aud when found a well beuteii circular 
path showed how th'jy had trRmjjed 
over tho same fruitless course. When 
a man Gnda that he is lost it is always 
good policy for him to go back to the 
starting point, which ia much easier of 
accomplishment than to go ahead and 
find a way out. If he has no compass 
or if thoBun is obsciireil, let him rHineui- 
ber that the side of thu trees wlmre he 
linds ibo moss thii kest and most plen- 
tiful is norlh, ami that the branches of 
trees will always be the longest on the 
south.

party ends. 



ENGLAND AND RUSSIA i 

Tho London Standard of tho Slat inst. 
had an alarmist article on the Afghan 
question. Russia is warinly denounced 
in connection with thf^bodndivry.^potmis- 
sion and the recent eVehts in Central 
Asia, lluaaia is plainly warned that tho 
policy of her nnijesty's govornmenl will 
bu very ditl'eront to that of Cjlladatono'a 
ministry with respect to tho Russian pro- 
ject of aggrandizement in the oast. Tho 
article bearing aa it does indications uf 
having been inspired from high sources, 
has attracted much attention in diplomat- 
ic circles. This early reminder nf the 
tlireuioning aituation of foreign pidilics 
and of tho advent of tories to posvor has 
had a marked eil'ect in modifying the views 
of tho liberal unionists previously favor- 
ing a (ury alliance.

An iiuiuoat into the cause of the Cre 
which occurred on Govurnment street on 
the .'ird inat., was held iu the police court 
yeaterday afternoon before Mr. Edwin 
Johnaon, S, M. and a jury cuiiaiating of 
Meaara. F. Carna, Sr., Hutcheaon, Pago, 
Pagden and Neabitt. 

Tho tirat witness examined waa Atwell 
King who deposed : — 

"The building adjoining mine waa a 
music store under tho same roof, and was 
also destroyed. I waa at my houae when 
I heard tho tire-bells ring; live on Kano 
iitreet; locked up my atoro on that day 
about 1 o'clock, returning aomewhero 
about ;( o'clock for the purpoao of putting 
away goods and arranging the store; re- 
mained till somewhere about ;> or ti 
o'clock Tho day was generally observed 
as a hi4f-holiday; during that day had no 
Qre whatever^ oa my premises. The 
stove was in the cellar, but tho pipes were 
outside; had in stock about two gross 
safety inatchea, two dollars worth of tire 
works and fusees ; none wtis witii me in 
tha store that day oxgopt a ciiatoinor who 
called in. Locked up tho store that day; 
returned about B o'clock; took away my 
cash book and went away; suppose' the 
time muat have been 10:30 when I ar- 
rived, at which I noticed Wsitt's place on 
lire. So far as 1 could see my 
place waa not then on tiro. 
Flames were rushing out back 
and front — through upassiigcway between 
Waitt's and Sehl'a. The first tlainos 1 
saw came from the cellar. Did not see 
Mr. Waitt there; did nothing personally 
(0 extinguiah the fire, having been pre- 
vented by some person in anihority. Loft 
the lire and went back to my hon.He; and 
when I again returned my store had gone 
like a match box. [To Mr. Came] —All 
kinds of toys were kept in my cellar — 
princiijilly perambulators. [To Mr 
l'agilen].— ilad no straw there. Tho par- 
tition between my collar and Waitt's was 
wooden. By the luorchatidiae account 
the value was s^lC.'JttO and llitnrea $18,- 
00; but the value to me waa about 
000. Stock waa insured for $13,1)00 and 
dxturoa fori5!jj,(l0 [I'o.Mr. Ward]— 1 
went to the store at 8 o'clock to got nty 
cash box. I passed tho store again at 
about half past nine when lights were in 
Wailt'a store. Didn't know of anyone 
who had been smoking there. [To Mr. 
Pagden]— I have formed no^ idea as to 
the oriuin of tlie tiro. Never go into my 
neighbor's premiaea, hdvitig enough to do 
to a'tond to my own. 

M. W. Waitt deposed : I waa the oc- 
ctipier of one of tho slorua destroyed by 
tho lite; my preiniaes wore adjoining those 
of Atwell Eing, the partition between 
the two being oompoaed only of rough 
boarda. ' My store waa closed at 2:30 p. 
111. Stayed there till six and returnid 
iigain at about 7 :li> p. tn, 'I hen lighted 
a candle to sit down to write. .\ custom 
er came m and remained until I 
loft —at ab(Jut « quarter to tea, 
le.iviiig together — ray companion's 
name being Wni. Wilson. Left him at 
the corner of Kane street and wedt to 
Huxtablo'a, and before I reached home I 
heard tho tiro bells. | I'o Mr. Came] — 
Never went near tho collar that evening. 
There waa no inflnnmable matter there 
e.tcept perhaps a little straw near the 
window. Thefirewaain the cellar when 
Igot^there. [To the magiatratej— When 
I tirrt Raw the fire I noticed amuke com- 
ing np through the front grating. Ttio 
anioku was utiUing aud I had diHicully in 
getting back. Did not notice whether 
the brigade waa there, aa my thoughts 
were centred on tho safety of my pre- 
iniHes, having reduced my insurance two 
days before. Mr. Wilson and 1 were 
smoking in the atoro, but there was 110 
fire on that floor when I entered the atore 
after thu fire broke out. There was no- 
thing in my collar but empty piano bo.^oa 
and cases. My store can be entered 
from the front and rear, but the only 
means of communication from the inaide 
waa by a trap door, which was never 
used. [To Mr. CBrne]— Think it ia juat 
pnaaible that a ina'ch droi)ped from the 
sidewalk might have fallen through the 
Irout grating and have originated the tire. 
[To the magiatrate] — The door at the hot- 
lora of the front trap loading to the ctUar 
was not cloaed that night. Neither iny- 
aelf nor my conipanion wero smoking 
wh'->n we left; we had caaaud at leaet half 
an hour before. The wind was blowing 
quite strongly from a southerly direction , 
I compute my loaa at over J3000. [ I'd 
Mr. Pagden]— -The matches I uaed were 
ordinary wooden matches. The boards 
of the floor are tongned and grooved . 

C. J. Phillips;--! am chief engineer of 
the tire department. Wua proaent at tho 
tiro. The alarm was sounded at twenty 
minutes paat ten and the word I got was 
that it waa at Tl^e Colonid office. Found 
on arriving that dense smoke waa coming 
from Waitt's and King's stores. There 
wero no flames at that time, but smoke 
only slightly from King's and in 
abundance from Waitt's We tore 
1 up tho aidewalk to get at the lire 
J nud seeing Mr. AVaitt .staggi/r 1 to.ik him by 
! the arm and led Lim away froni the smoke. 
' Upon tearing the sidewalk np wo saw a 
mass of llames uU over the cellsrs of both 
buildingH. 1 then heard that the fire ha<l 
alao burst out at the back.

A atraight stroke 
passing obliquely through tho line gen- 
erally indicated a |)ausc, an! a full 
])oint closed a paragraph. A colon was 
occasionally introduced, and the "Lac- 
tantius" printed at Subiaco in 1-1 G.5 
(the 6r8t book printed in Italy) has a 
full point, colon and noto of interroga- 
lion. ,1 Qiproveinents by one jirinter 
were not, however, directly followed 
by otherB,< and it yrS» not until about 
the year '1470' that we approached to 
our preaent day mode of punctuation. 
The lirat book printed in France — tho 
"Jjibci- Ki>irttol!iruni" of ( laapariiui.s, 
(Jrant/., i lering luid l'"ricliurgcr, con- 
tains the full point, aeniicolon, comma, 
jiarentheaifl, I'o' e nf interrogation and 
note of c.f clauiation. In it the semi- 
colon appears to have more force than 
the full point, for while it is often re- 
versed indiscriminately, with the fidl 
point in tho middle or the end of a 
sentence, it is ahjno naed at tlu^ end of 
a chapter, or of !i lu-aiiing to u chiiplor, 
and then turned us we use it now. 
^he colon, in this book is absent. — 
London Printers' Register.
